The very first essential to the pros­ 
perity of any State or any community 
is the ability of the people to 
feed 
themselves. 
The farm er 
who 
would 
prosper 
must have something to sell every day 
in the year so th at his cotton or 
his 
w'heat, or whatever his main crop is, 
may be his cash crop. 


The man who farm s by the one- 
crop system is wagering his season’s 
labor that nature will be 
especially 
kind to him. 
He is betting that con­ 
ditions for the growth of that partic­ 
ular crop, conditions which he cannot 
possibly regulate, will be satisfactory. 


If his one 
crop 
is wheat, he 
is 
gambling that he will escape smut,

If his one crop is cot­ 
ton he is staking his season’s work 
against the work of the boll weevil. 
He may escape smut and rust, the 
chinch bug, and the boll weevil, but 
he is robbing his soil and he cannot 
possibly escape the loss of soil fertil­ 
ity.

There are no more industrious 
or 
or more valuable laborer on the farm 
than the birds. 
From daybreak until 
nightfall they work for us, unceasing­ 
ly, quietly, 
persistently. 
They 
de­ 
stroy millions of caterpillars, grubs, 
borers, beetles—insects that ate 
de­ 
structive to field crops, fruit, foliage, 
vegetable and flowers. 
For the greater p art of the 
year 
they demand no care 
from us, 
no 
thought, no supervision. They are la­ 
borers of the highest degree of skill, 
for they do work no other help on the 
farm can accomplish. 
Only in the w inter time, when the 
insects upon which 
they 
live have 
mostly disappeared, is it necessary for 
us to feed them. 
And, then, unless 
we provide them with food, especially 
during the severely cold weather 
or 
when a heavy snow covers the ground, 
they will certainly perish or be com­ 
pelled to migrate to some other 
lo­ 
cality. 
In many instances birds have sav­ 
ed entire crops of grain or of fruit j 
from destruction. 
A single bird o f - ; 
ten eats more than 100 insects at 
aj 
single meal; some 
consume 
several | 
thousand small insects. 
A quail will i 
ea t from 500 to 1000 weed seed in the 
course of a few hours as well as de­ 
stroy large num ber of insect 
pests. 
Field sparrows live 
almost 
entirely 
upon weed seed. 
The unpopular blue 
jay is fond of hairy caterpillars, and 
the despised crow devours large num­ 
bers of June beetles and white grubs. 
We should encourage 
and protect 
all kinds of birds as every destruc­ 
tive insect and the seeds of practical­ 
ly every weed are eaten by one 
or 
more of them. 
To protect birds through the win­ 
ter we should: 
1. 
Supply food, w ater and grit, es­ 
pecially during or after storms. 
3. 
Furnish places of shelter where! 
birds can find food and eat com forta­ 
bly during sleet and snow storms. 
3. 
Protect feeding places 
again-t 
cats. 
Bones with shreds of meat, pieces 
of apple, birdseed, 
crackers, 
bread j 
crumbs, cracked corn, hemp and m il­ 
let seed, whole or rolled oats, peppers, 
popcorn, pumpkin and squash seed, 


sunflower seed, 
peanuts 
and 
other 
nui meats, raw and boiled rice, 
are 
among the best winter feed for birds. 


On practically every farm there are 
open sheds, corn cribs or other places 
of shelter where food can be placed 
for birds. 
Food shelves can be plac­ 
ed on window* sills or in trees 
ad ja­ 
cent to the house, and feeding 
and 
watering the birds will be a pleasant 
task for the chidren. 


An excellent shelter for quail, 
the 
most valuable of all birds to the fa rm ­ 
er, can be made by digging deep holes 
on the south and east sides of a hay 
or straw stack, at 
its 
mase. 
But 
care must be made to 
remove 
any 
snow that may be blown over 
the 
opening, closing it, during a storm. 
If allowed to remain “snowed in” the 
birds will starve.

backgammon, and 
plenty of room for dancing will be 
the scene of the Jolliest parties in 
the home. 
Children and young 
people naturally adore such a 
room, since It encourages them to 
be as noisy and hilarious as they 
please. 
And grown-ups, too. are 
enjoying the novelty and infor­ 
mality of entertaining there. 
It takes ingenuity rather than 
expense to make the basement 
recreation room successful. Back­ 
grounds and furniture must be 
atnrdy and very simple, and the 
color scheme should be warm and 
cheerful. 
Certainly the decora­ 
tive feeling of this room should 
have a rather rustic or provincial 
quality. 
If the walls are stone or ce­

Whether the crop is cotton or wheat 
or corn, or something else, a one-crop 
system is the sures way 
of making 
poor soil, poor people, and

country. 
The very first essential to the pros­ 
perity of any State or any community 
is the ability of the people to 
feed 
themselves. 
The farmer 
who 
would 
prosper 
must have something to sell every day 
in the year so that his cotton or 
his 
wheat, or whatever his main crop is, 
may be his cash crop. 
The man who farms by the one- 
crop system is wagering his season’s 
labor that nature will be 
especially 
kind to him. 
He is betting that con­ 
ditions for the growth of that partic­ 
ular crop, conditions which he cannot 
possibly regulate, will be satisfactory. 
If his one 
crop 
is wheat, he 
is 
gambling that he will escape smut, 
and rust, drouth, wind and hail, 
the 
chinch bug, Hessian fly, 
and 
other 
crop enemies. 
If his one crop is cot­ 
ton he is staking his season’s work 
»gainst the work of the boll weevil. 
He may escape smut and rust, the 
chinch bug, and the boll weevil, but 
he is robbing his soil and he cannot 
possibly escape the loss of soil fertil­ 
ity. 
The raising of other crops and the

dairy cattle, will 
give 
the 
farmer 
something to sell when the rust takes 
his wheat or the boll weevil takes his 
cotton. 
The man who is hardest hit by

Protect feeding places 
against 
cats. 
Bones with shreds of meat, pieces 
of apple, birdseed, 
crackers,

let seed, whole or rolled oats, peppers, 
popcorn, pumpkin and squash seed, 


sunflower seed, 
peanuts 
and

On practically every farm there are 
open sheds, corn cribs or other places 
of shelter where food can be placed 
for birds.

An excellent shelter for quail,
